question of jump pay yesterday afternoon and 


the facts are as follows: 

Your promise made to the men at 
the dinner was kept and the men were given 
jump pay while in the United States in accord- 
ance with your instructions although the form 
of their orders did not technically entitle 
them to this compensation. 

Ned says that when the Jedburghs 
(SO) were sent to China they were informed 
that jump pay would depend upon the facts in 
the theater. If they were given duties reouiring 
jumping they would receive jump pay. If theater 
duty did not requi re parachute work they would 
not receive this pay. 

Ned feels there could not have 
been any reasonable misunderstanding of these 
facts because everyone was very much awake to 
the issue here and the matter was a subject of 
great discussion by everyone. Therefore, our 
officers in Washington weie especially anxious 
there should be nc further misunderstanding. 

Brown has an SO team behind the 
lines. I do not believe they have done any 
jumping because a recent cable stated that the 
first Chinese who have jumped are a group of 

Chinese Commandos and not an SO team. I do 
not see how anything can be done, • therefore, 
except to repeat this statement m a note to 

Brown.

1. I bar® dlscussod the question of Captain 
Brown's naturalisation with Hr. John Hamilton of th® 
iMaigrsition and Naturalisation Service on. 30 October 
1944* end with Mr. Edward J. Shaughnessy, Special Assistant 
to th* CoMalssloner* Immigration and naturalization 
Berries* on 1 November 1944. On both occasions Captain 
Brown was, at his request* present. 

8. Both Mr. ShaugUnessy and Mr. Hamilton take 
the position that* muoh as they sympathize with Captain 
Brown'll position* nothing can be done for him under the 
WJCisting statute providing for the naturalization of 
aliens serving in the 0. S. armed forces (8 tr.s.C. 1001). 
They point out that the statute requires that the alien 
be .idwtfully admitted to the United Stated and be a reaident

NATURALIZATION OP NONCITIZENS .'SERVING IN THE ARMY OF THE 
UNITED STATES 

L It is the policy of tbe War Departmen: to expedite by all practicable means 
the naturalization of noncitizen members of the Army who desire to become 
citizens of the United States p rovided they are of good moral character. lovnL 
att ached to the principles of the Constitute n of the United States, and favorably 
dl upoaed toward the good order, welfare, and happiness of the United States . 
The Congress has provided for the exped tlous naturalization of sorb persons 
under the provisions of section 701 or 702, title III, Nationality Act of 1040, as 
added by title X, Second War Powers Act, 1242 (Ball. 18, Wl\ 1W2). 

1 o. la order to be eligible for naturilization, a noncitizen serving in tbe 
Army of the United States mast have been lawfully admitted Into continental 
United States, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto R.co, the Virgin Islands of the Ualted 
States, or an outlying possession of th« United States, and at the date of 
entrance into the service most have txen a resident therein (The Canal 
Zone Is not considered a part of the United States nor an outlying possession.) 

5. The Immigration and Naturalisation Service holds that an alien who prior, 
during, or following termination of service in tbe military or nnvai forces of 
the United States, Is lawfully admitted to the United States, Including Its terri- 
tories and possessions, may proceed toward naturalization under the provisions 
mi-section 701 or 702 of tbe Nationality Act of 1040, as amended. Tbe attention 
of commanding officers of hospitals, redistribution stations, and other Insinua- 
tions to which enlisted men may be attained upon return from oversea duty is 
particularly directed to this holding. Alt ny aliens who could not furnish proof 
of lawful entry at tbe time of their Indue' ion will become eligible for naturaliza- 
tion upon returning from oversea doty. 

JL Within tbe continental United Staten, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Blunt and the 
Virgin Islands of tbe United States, conmandlng officers of pests, ramps, and 
illations will establish liaison with th» nearest office of the United States 
Jbmmlgratlon and Naturalization Service. A list of these offices is contulned 

in paragraph KX 

4 Tbe general -procedure to accomplish naturalization of noncitizens serving 
Id continental United States, Alaska, Ha vail, Puerto Rico, or the Virgin Islands 
■jf the United States la as follows : 

a. Commanding officers of all echelons will designate an appropriate Individual, 
properly instructed, to inform noncitizen s of tbeir right to apply for citlzeushlp, 
to assist such persons who desire to make application, and to expedite by all 
practicable meatve completed action on the application. Because of the difficulty 
of accomplishing naturalization at oveuea stations and the delays incident to 
completing naturaiization when an applicant !s transferred away from the place 
at which the preliminary application Farm N-403 is filed, commanding officers 
are enjoined to see that every reasonable endeavor is made to have completed 
action taken on each application prior to transfer of the applicant to another 
poet, camp, or station. The success of this program is dependent upon the ener- 
getic sad positive action of ail comman lers In cooperation with tbe appropriate 
officials of the Immigration and Naturalization Service and ihe judges of the 
courts having jurisdiction.

fWe yrere on a tactical problem on the night of May 14, 

1943, aboiit 7:30 p.m. We started off for the highway, and there 
were two gjuards right on the bridge walking from one end__to the 
other. They were supposed to be our enemy. Lieutenant Materazai 
sent out tihree men to capture the two guards. Two of them were 
captured, so he sent me out there and X was captured.. Then we 
hung around the bridge for awhile before things really happened, 
and Private Brown was ten to fifteen feet away from me, and Private 
Pope rah ciut of - the woods and hollered "you are my prisoner . Pri- 
vate Brown turned around, and as he was turning, ran into the knLfe. 
Pope had his knife out. 

Private Brown started to run toward me and sold, "he got 
me". Private Pope hollered, "call a doctor. I got him. I didn't 
mean to do it". He ran over to the bridge and he dropped there. I 
told the fellow to go over to where there was a jeep parked about 
fifty yards ud the road. The fellow ran up there and there was no- 
body in the jeep. V/e'came back down and by then Private Billy had 
Stopped a car. We put him in the car and Private Pope was in the 
car so I took him out because he was so nervous. So, there was 
Private Billy and myself in there. I told the driver to go to the 
nearest hospital and he said, the best one was the Naval hospital. 

I told him not to take his time, to speed it up, because he didr. t 
have to worry about anything,' 


There were two y trier women in the car. One of them hap- 
pened td be a nurse, so we opened up the light and she wanted to take 
a look at him. fte u buttoned his jacket. She looked at him, and 
sh« couldn't do anything about it. I had him by the wrist from the 
time w« got into the car and was fooling his pulse, and I had my 
other hand on his forehead, and aoout two miles before we got to tne 
hospital I looked up and Private b'.Uy looked up, and we motioned to 
each other.

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The problem started at 7:30 p.m. on the night of May 14, 
1943. We advanced up to the bridge over Cabin John Creek, and the 
Corporal and I were captured by the guards. Hons picked us up and 
brought us half way to the Country Club, where ho let us out of 
the jeep and told us to rejoin our group. We went back to the 
bridge and waited while the group was crossing. 

Private Pope sneaked up and hid in the bushes waiting 
for an opportunity to capture the guard. As he lunged out of hid- 
ing, he aaid to the guard, "I got you". The guard whirled around, 
and as he whirled around he hit the knife which Private Pope had 
in his hand. Private Pope then yelled, "I got you", thinking that 
the guard knew he was supposed to be captured; not knowing that the 
knife had hit the guard. We had orders previous to the problem 
that we weren't to uee our knifes, only to signal to halt or advance. 

We immediately stopped the first car that came along, and 
we had the people in the car rush Private Brown off to the Naval 
Hospital. X believe he died on the ‘way to the hospital. That's 
about all.
